Life in the Old Land Yet 


Filled with admiration as all Can- 


adians were by the wonderful achieve- 
ments of Great 
war, and proud that the Old Land 
stood ready to sacrifice anything and 


Britain during the 


everything to win victory for liberty, 
humanity and civilization, many peo- 
ple were apprehensive that when the 
war was over Britain would be so fin- 
ancially weakened, and so disorganiz- 
ed. industrially, that it would have 
permanently lost outstanding 
position among the nations of the 
world; that, in a word, British pre- 
eminence in finance, shipping and 
world trade would have passed be- 
yond recall to the United States. 
In order to carry on the war, Great 
Britain not only spent huge sums her- 
sclf, but loaned hundreds of millions 
to nations upon rather doubtful se- 
curity. In order to do this the Old 
Land disposed of her foreign-held 
securities, which constituted one of 
the large sources-of her national in- 
come, and from being a lending nation 
became a borrowing one, obtaining 
enormous sunis from the United 
States. In many quarters it was con- 
fidently predicted that, as a result, 
New York and not’ London would be 


its 


the future financial centre of the 
world : 
During ‘the war British shipping 


was destroyed by the piratical sub- 


marines faster than new ships could, 


be built, while practically all the ship- 
ping in existence was diverted from 
mercantile to war purposes, Coinci- 
dent with this; the United States, 
which prior to the war had no mer- 
cantile marine worthy the name, seiz- 
ed the occasion to embark upon a 
great Government shipbuilding pro- 
gram, and in addition it secured the 
nucleus of a mercantile marine from 
the seizure of interned German ships. 

In the third place, the whole of 
Great Britain’s great industrial enter- 
prises were diverted from usual peace- 
time manufacture and mobilized for 
the manufacture of munitions and 
other war material, while during the 
years from August 4, 1914, until the 
United States entered the war in 
April, 1917, the latter country was 
busily engaged in manufacturing sup- 
plies of all kinds at large profits for 
the belligerent nations of Europe, 
thus gaining enormously at a time 
when Great Britain's industries were 


devoting all their activities to war} ..4)

It was but natural that, under these hand: “Ho 


circumstances, many people should be 
fearful for Great Britain’s future, And 
those fears were by no means allayed 
when, following the armistice, one 
great strike followed another in Brit- 
gin, thus retarding the rapid recon 
struction .of British industry on 
peace-time basis. Even 
unheard of depreciation of the British 
pound sterling on the American 
money markets is regarded with anx-

Value of Saskatchewan's 
Agricultural Production 


A Total Yield of 89,993,685 Bushels of Many Handsome and Commodious 


Wheat Recorded for Last 
Season 

- The Bureau of Statistics of the Sas- 
katchewan Department of Agriculture 
has just. issued the final estimate of 
the acreage, yield and total produc- 
tion of the grain crops of the prov- 
ince, together with estimates of the 
amount of land prepared for crop this 
year, and of the number of livestock 
in the province. 

The acreage of wheat shows con- 
siderable increase over that of 1918, 
being 10,587,363, with an average 
yield of 85 bushels per acre and a 
total production of 89,993,685 bushels. 
Four million ‘cight hundred and thir- 
\ty-seven thousand, seven hundred and 
forty-seven acres were sown in o 
and yielded 23.1 bushels per acre, the 
total production being 112,156,969 
bushels. Barley was seeded to the 
extent of 492,586 acres, and resulted 
jin a yield of 18.2 bushels with a total 
‘production of 8,970,501, Flax this 
year was very disappointing in yield, 
as 929,945 acres only yielded 4.8 bush- 
fels per acre, or a total of 4,489,761 
| bushels.

Order-in-Counct! Gives Greater Con- 
trol to Minister of Interior 


An order-in-council has been gaz- 
etted doubling the rental op oil and 
natural gas locations in the Western 
Provinces, and giving the minister of 
the interior greater control over olf 
and gas developments.

five hundred poultrymen of Vancou- 
ver Island have organized themselves

Through the organization, Victoria 
is to be made the egg market for 
the products of Vancouver Island.

|present, Vancouver is the market 
where the prices are set. Eggs have 
hitherto been sent from all parts of 
the Island through Victoria to the 
Vancouver market, and then some of 
them shipped back to the Island to 
supply the local demand. 

Now the poultrymen of Vancouver 
Island will deal only in the Victoria 
market.

Government Disposes 
Of Land 


Only Small Quantity Now Remains 
for Sale in Manitoba 

Great increase in the sale of gov- 
ernment lands during 1919 is announc- 
ed in the report of Premier Norris, 
provincial’ lands commissioner, laid 
on the table of the legislature of Man- 
toba, which states that only a small 
percentage of really first-class farm-| 
ing lands remains to be sold, The 
report tells of a latge influx of sett- 
ters, many of them from the Western 
Provinces, and points out that, owing 
to the institution of effective drain- 
ing systems, wild land in parts of the 
province has practically doubled in 
value, In 1919, 16,151 acres were sold 
at $143,139. Only 50,592 acres of farm 
land remain to be sold, and the prices 
are given at from’$4 to $17 an acre.

Inspecting Seed Samples 


Good Article to Use Is Reading Glass 
or Microscope 

The seed trade is inore closely re- 
gulated than it was a few years ago, 
so that purchase may be made from 
dealers with a degree of confidence 
if the buyer sees that all the require- 
ments of the Seed Control Act are 
observed, Where secd is bought from 
a neighboring farmer, or cven if it is 
home grown, there are precautions 
that may well be taken, 

Inspection by sample will furnish a 
safe guide to the quality of the seed 
and any impurity that may exist, A 
cursory glance is not enough, as the 
various weed sceds are not usually 
Seen on the surface, Spread the 
sample on a sheet of light paper, and 
with a penknife or other article move 
the grains about and note thcir color, 
size, freshness, weed seed, if any, and 
other characteristics that you associ- 
ate with good sced, A good article 
to use to inspect seeds with is a hand 
reading glass or a small microscope, 
Both of these may be bought for a 
small sum, and are nice to have in the 
home, One can casily identify any 
weed seed or adulteration with a glass 
if he is familiar with them or has a 
chart showing their characteristics, It 
also helps in comparing the quality of 
different samples. :
